Scope and Functions: 


The work of the Employment 
Service was originally confined only 
to Registration and Placemen: of 
job-seekers. The scope and fune- 
tions of the Service were gradually 
extended. Some develo pment 
schemes like (i) Employment Market 
Information, (ii) Vocational Guidan- 
ce, (iii) Collection of Occupation In- 
formation, (iv) University Employ- 
ment Information and Guidance “& 
(v) Rendering assistance to Rural and 
Tribal areas through Rural Employ- 
ment Bureaux, were taken up as 
integral part of the Employment 
Service. With a view to providing 
employment service facilities to the 
weaker section of the Society, Sub- 
Offices were opened in places where 
there is concentration of Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tribes job- 
seckers.

His son 
then flung the residue of the image 
into the Ganges. Bisara Mohanty 
followed the enemies in the disguise 
of a Vaisnava with an intention of 
bringing back the image. After 
eight months he managed to bring 
back the Brahma of Shri Jagannath 
inside a Mrudanga (Musical instru- 
ment) and kept it at Kujang. 


Although History is silent about 
Bisara Mohanty it will not be 
unreasonable to conclude that he 
was a great devotee of Lord Jaga- 
nnath and a great personality of the 
time who could risk his life amidst 
formidable enemies and followed 
them as far as the river Ganges to 
pring back the images. His deep 
devotion to Jagannath and love of 
Orissan culture might haye prompted 
lim to take this hazardous venture. 
Detailed study on this great persona- 
lity will no doubt throw new light 
on the Jagannath culture. In this 
connection ii may be pointed out 
{ Phirroza Tughlak with a view 
to the destruction of the Jagannath 
temple attacked Orissa in 1360 A. D. 
and came as far as Cuttack but no 
account is available regarding his 
attack on Jagannath temple. In 
1510 4. D. Husin Saha, the Sultan 
of Bengal made an attack on Jaga- 
nnath Temple and broke to pieces 
many images. The attack of Kala- 
pahada in 1568 known to be the
